WAYS OF PEDESTRIANS 


J a y wa lking is the sa me the country 
over. 
It is not a problem peculia r to 
Seda lia or a ny other one city. 
Whenever 
pedestria ns move, the driver of a motor 
vehicle fa ces the da nger of colliding with 
a ja y wa lker, the term being used to de­ 
scribe those w'ho a re heedless of where 
or how they cross ^streets a nd highwa ys. 
Some towns ha ve tried to reduce the a ge- 
old custom of ja y w^a lking by providing a 
pena lty, but this ha s not seriously cha ng- 
of the pra ctice of ca reless pedestria ns. 
Wha t is the underlying ca use of ja y 
wa lking? 
The sa fety depa rtment of the 
America n Automobile Associa tion, a fter 
a countrywide survey, a vers tha t a la ck 
of a pprecia tion of the ma tter of rela tive 
speed is a t the bottom of the complex. 
The a vera ge speed of the pedestria n is 
a bout five feet a second while a ca r tra - 
i^eling a t the ra te of ten miles a n hour 
covers fifteen feet a second a nd a ca r 
tra veling a t twenty miles a n hour covers 
thirty feet a second, a nd so on, the speed 
of a n a utomobile being one a nd a ha lf 
times a s ma ny feet a second a s the ca r 
is tra veling miles a n hour. 
This opinion covers those who without 
doubt feel they ha ve time before a ca r 
ca n run them down, but it does not a c­ 
count for the ja y-wa lking by those who 
step ja untily a nd without a ny reconna is­ 
sa nce from obscured pla ces. 
In na rrow 
streets especia lly, this la tter is a very ser­ 
ious problem for a driver, a s he is re­ 
stricted in his effort to ma nipula te his 
ca r. 
Efforts a t tea ching children to look 
both wa ys before a ttempting to cross a 
street a re of grea t help, but, unfortun­ 
a tely, ma ny children, like their elders, 
a re none too good a t remembering to a p­ 
ply the very funda menta ls of sa fety first.

settle ICO families in the territory. 
Vv’hile AVashington was carr>'ing the 
message to SL Piene, Dinwiddie had 
sent out a p arty of carp enters under 
a guard and with William Trent in 
charge, to build a stockade at the 
Forks. WashlnK^ton p as.^ed them going 


oat as he was coming back, it was 
a certainty they would be driven out 
by the French unlees sup p orted, and 
Dinwiddie tried for colonial coop era­ 
tion with Virginia In sending an army 
^■est. Inasm uch as the p ossession by 
the Ohio comp any was an assump tion 
of Pennsylvania 
lands by Virginia, 
there was not much enthusiasm in 
that direction, even against a common 
enemy. 
Dinwiddie gave the command to Col. 
Joshua Fry, p rofessor of mathematics 
at William and Mary college, W ash­ 
ington was commisisoned lieutenant 
colonel and raised two comijanies of 
volunteers a t Alex andria, about 150 
men, and went to Wills creek. Cum-, 
berland, Md., the jump -off for the wil­ 
derness, In Ap ril, 1764. He was now 
22 years old, and, as events p roved, he 
was to have entire resp onsibility for 
warfare with French soldiers in a time 
of p eace between France and Great 
Britain. 
At Wills creek W ashington took ad­ 
vice as to p rocedure. Reinforcements 
came to him, but so also did the news 
from the Forks th at the French had 
drop p ed down the Alleghany river with 
a large force In boats, had taken the 
fort, and were sending the carp enters 
and their guards back over the wilder­ 
ness trail. The ex p edition which had 
been intended to hold a p osition al­ 
ready acquired against an attack up on 
it by the French now wa^ in the quite 
different p osition of being required to 
march against French soldiers in p os­ 
session and throw them out. 
In one 
case the French would be making war 
in p eace time; in the other the English 
w'ould be. 
W ashington nevertheless 
decided to gro on. 
He had two swivel 
guns which would need a widening 
of the trail blazed by the Delaware Ne- 
macolin and traveled by W ashington 
and Gist tlie j^ear before, the trail 
w^hich Later was Braddock’s road and 
is now the National road. 


Death Giv es Washingto n Co mmand. 
W ashington had with him an an­ 
noyance in a comp any of British regu­ 
lars from South Carolina under Cap t. 
McKlay, who, with a royal commission, 
declined to receive any order from a 
lieutenant colonel with a colony com­ 
mission, and his men refused to do 
any road making, which Irritated the 
hard working colonial soldiers almost 
to Insubordination. 
Col. Fry, hurry­ 
ing to get to his command, fell from 
his horse at Wills Creek and was 
killed. W ashington had all tlie re­ 
sp onsibility, although he did not want 
it, saying th at he was inex p erienced. 
The regular array cap tain did as he 
p leased. The colonial officers wanted 
to go home. The enlisted men wanted 
rum to carry them through their hard 
work and the wading of streams, and 
the number of the enemy was rep orted 
to be overwhelming. 
Even if it were the future W ashing­ 
ton, at 22 the task was great. 
The 
decision was to p ush ahead over the 
mountains and through the wilderness 
and build a fort on Red Stone creek, 
near the p resent Brownsville, Pa., and 


hold it until sup p lie.a and more men 
could be sent in. 
The colonials, with the comp aiiy of 
British regulars, p enetrated to a sp ot 
between the p resent Stone House and 
Farm ington on the National road, be­ 
yond Confluence. 
There was some roll­ 
ing meadow land, and there W ashing­ 
ton decided to build a fort to fall 
back on If the French ap p eared in over­ 
p owering numbers. It is conceded th a t 
In his Inex p erience he selected a bad 
p lace, and that his men would hav® 
been better in the brush than enclosed 
In any stockade.

tions, calls attention to the fort site, 
which Is three hundred yards distant 
and Is itself marked by a tablet.

W ashington’s Indian s c o u t a had 
brought him word of a French p arty 
In the vicinity.

W ashington started out to deal with 
this French force. 
It was raining^ 
and his Indians at last brought him 
off the trail beyond Laurel Hill to an 
overhang of rocks under which tho 
French were taking shelter. 
Their 
arms were stacked. 
The two p arties 
were thus p op p ed Into each other'® 
view, neither knowing w'hat the imme­ 
diate Intent of the other was. 
The 
French naturally jump ed for their 
guns. The English Immediately fired. 
The F'rench returned the fire, killed 
one colonial and wounded others, but 
the little engagement w’as over in fif­ 
teen minutes and the living French 
were p risoners.

wag a gallant young Frenchm an, tho 
commander, M. De Jumonville, of a 
seigneural Canadian family. 
He had double instructions from Con» 
trecoeur, the commander at the Forka 
One was to scout the advancing army 
and rep ort their numbers and move­ 
ments. The other was the utterly con­ 
tradictory order to deliver a messaga 
to the English commander. 
The let­ 
ter was found on his body. As an am» 
bas.nador he had thirty-six armed men.

An older and more ex p erienced n o U 
dier than the 22 year old lieutenant 
colonel of Virginia militia m ight not 
have been so quick on the trigger.
